EFFORT TO GET MEN 
TO FILL PLACES 


[Mayor Tells Strikers Who 


Call at His Office That 
Any Increase Must Be By 
Board of Aldermen. 


No garbage removals will be made 
in the city today, the second day 
the strike of 120 negro drivers of 
city garbage collection wagons. 

The few drivers obtained to replace 
strikers are being employed in re- 
moving 25 loaded wagons left at the 
collection point, Forest Park boule- 
vard and Vandeventer avenue, when 
the strike began, to the dock at the 


foot of Chouteau avenue. 

The ranks of the strikers were in- 
creased yesterday when 65 drivers 
of Street Department wagons, which 
remove street sweepings, walked out. 
All the drivers are demanding an in- 
crease of $25 a month, from _ the 
present pay of $100 a month. 

Director Fisk of the Department 
of Streets and Sewers declared the 
walkout an “outlaw” strike, in vio- 
lation of the agreement made by the 
union, but told a committee repre- 
senting the strikers that he was will- 
ing to introduce a bill in the Board 
of Aldermen, when it reconvenes 
Sept. 14, granting the increase. The 
committee made no decision, Fisk 
said. 

Fisk told the men their demands 
could be granted only by the Board 
of Aldermen. He said a biH could 
be introduced providing. the new 
rate of pay from the time of pas- 
sage, and that a relief bill could 
be introduced giving the drivers the 
$25 difference for August. 

Park--Bus ‘Drivers Strike. 

The strike “spread. yesterday to 
drivers of the municipal busses in 
Forest Park, and teamsters em- 
ployed on Park Department work, 
but these men were induced to return 
to work, Director of Public Welfare 
Cunliff announced. 

Efforts to round up men from 
labor agencies and the Efficiency 
Board's list of eligibles for such jobs 
resulted in 13 men reporting 
at the Street Department stables, 
F'orest Park boulevard and Vande- 
venter avenue, this afternoon. Direc- 
tor Fisk, who has taken charge, said 
he hoped to get more men during 
the day, but that no garbage collec- 
tions could be made today. 

Thirty policemen were sent to the 
Street Department stables, Forest 
Park boulevard and Vandeventer 
avenue, at 6 a. m. for strike duty. 
The first loaded wagons left the sta- 
bles at 9 a. m. under police protec- 
tion and 15 had been started to the 
dock early this afternoon. 

Two drivers lost interest in the job 
when they had gone east as far 
as Grand boulevard and attempted 
to abandon the wagons. Policemen 
told the drivers they would have to 
continue to the dock or drive back 
to the wagon park and they chose 
the latter. 

Policemen Follow Wagons. 

A police guard, in automobiles 
followed each wagon, well out of 
smell of the garbage. Heretofore. 
in teamster strikes, policemen have 
tidden on the wagons with drivers, 
but in this instance the police chose 
to ride some distance to the rear 
in city automobiles, explatning they 
could rush up and surprise persors 
molesting the drivers. 

Ten negro strikers were arrested 
yesterday afternoon on a charge of 
loitering about the stables, when 
they refused to leave after being >r- 
dered to disperse. Their cases were 
continued in police court today until 
Aug. 2. 

Assistant Health Commissioner 
Woodruff is making a survey today 
to determine whether a recommen- 
dation should be made to the Mayor 
that an emergency be declared. If 
this is done the; Health Department 
could assume charge and take any 
measures considered necessary, re- 
gardiess of expense. Dr. Woodruff 
stated the accumulations of garbaye 
were a serious menace to health and 
collections could not be delayed 
much longer. Garbage collections 
recently have aVeraged 300 tons a 
day.

The com- 
pany, which had offered 81 cents 
before, got up to 83 cents yesterday, 
but would go no higher. 
In the conferences, which were 
held at United Railways headquar- 
ters, Daniel Knoll, secretary of the 
Electrical Workers’ Union, appeared 
for the men, with Organizer Jenningy 
accompanying his in an advisory ca- 
pacity; and Receiver Wells and Gen- 
eral Manager Perkins representing 
the company. 
Arbitration Not Considered. 

After the failure to reach an agree- 
ment, the union officials went to the 
men's meeting last night, and if a 
two hours’ session it was voted to go 
out at midnight. The time for chang- | 
ing shifts is 11! o'clock, but the men 
gave an extra hour, it was stated, to 
avoid any interference with getting 
the public home for the night. 
The union officials said the ques- 
tion of arbitration was not consid- 
ered, and they safd, as a reason for 
this, that the company reduced the 
wages in 1921 without arbitration or 
discussion, and by the mere posting 
of a notice. 

During the confegence between 
the workers’ representatives and the 
company officials, Manager Perkins 
was asked whether the company’s 
offer of an increase to 83 cents, if 
accepted, would extend back to April 
19, when, the workers hold, thelr 
contract leg§ily expired. Perkins 
replied that the increase would be 
retroactive to July 1, and no further. 
The men say they have had negotia- 
tions pending since April 17. 


Other Wage Scales Cited. 

Perkins cited, in the discussion, 
the wages of electrical workers in 
the employ of the Union Electric 
Co., and of the East St. Louis & 
Suburban lines.. The East Side lines, 
he said, had a peak wage of 83 cents, 
and the Union Electric, with the 
workers divided into several grades, 
he said, paid an average of 78.1 
cents to men as skilled ag the peak 
men of the United Rallways. The 
Union Electric figures, as cited by 
Perkins, run from 61 to 85% cents. 

Perkins said he did not consider 
78 cents a sufficient peak wage, but 
that, in view of the company’s pres- 
ent financial condition and the other 
wage demands pending, it would be 
impossible to grant more than 83 
cents. 

In a discussion of working condi- 
tions, the company officials said 
they: would be willing to make a 
change by which the men should 
work a straight 8-houwr day, instead 
ofabeing gubject, as they have been, 
to Calls at any hour. He proposed 
that the men, under the new 8-hour 
arrangement, should work not more 
than 2 night@ a week on daytime 
pay, if desired, but that any night 
work over three nights a week 
should be paid at the rate of time 
and a half. 

The electrical workers’ walkout is 
the first trouble which has goné to 
such lepgths among the United Rall- 
ways employes since Rolla Wells be- 
came receiver in April,,1919.

“JURY FIXING CASE” 
- RESULTS JN ACQUITTAL 


Verdict Disposes of Prosecution | 
Growing Out of Gov. Small 
Trial Last Year. 


WAUKEGAN, Il, July 18.—Ed- 
ward Courtney, Edward Kaufman 
and John B. Fields, charged, with 
fixing the jury that freed Gov. Len 
Small on conspiracy charges, last 
year, were found not guilty late yes-

“The verdict proves that innocent

The situation grew out of the eum- 
mary discharge of W. J. Phyle by 
Toole, who explained today that his 
action was prompted by the umpitre’s 
failure to work in two games at To- 
ronto on July 12 before reporting for 
duty in the Baltimore-Rochester 6e- 
ries at the latter city, beginning July 
13. 

Believing that Phyle’s dismissal 
was the result of a decision he made 
between Baltimore and Rochester last 
Sunday. which caused a dispute, his 
two associates, McDavitt and Geigel, 
wired their resignations. At the same 
time they communicated with the eth- 
er umpires of the circuit in an effort 
to precipitate a general walkout, 
Toole said. but only two of the oth- 
ers, Magerkurth and Derr, who were 
at Syracuse, joined the move. They. 
however, gave two Gays’ notice, their 
resignations taking effect at the end 
of today’s contest, according te Toole.’ 

The other five—Gaston and J

Kathman said his 
wife had left her $60,000 interest in 
the Drovers’ National Bank Build- 
ing, East St. Louis, to the children 
and $20,000 in property to him and 
that he was made guardian of the 
children and administrator of the 
estate.
